PUERPERAL CONVULSIONS. 


Read before the Philadelphia County Medical So- 
ciety, November 8th, 1876, 


BY W. H. PARISH, M. D., 
Obstetrician to the Philadelphia Hospital. 
Concluded from No, 1034, 
Case 5.—Convulsions on the Thirteenth Day after 


Labor—Albuminuria—Perimetritis— 
High Temperature. 


Loretta G., aged 23 years; a native of Penn- 
sylvania; single; a primipara, and by occupa- 
tion a domestic; was delivered on June 29th, 
1876, at the Philadelphia Hospital, by Dr. Rush, 
then one of the internes. Nothing abnormal. 
The child was a male, weighing 7} pounds. 
The mother did very well until July 9th, when, 
after having been out of bed for a few hours, 
she was seized with a chill. The thermometer, 
after the chill, marked 104° F.; pulse 120. 
Eighteen grains of quinia were ordered to be 
taken during each twenty-four hours. 

On the 10th she remained in bed and experi- 
enced no chill. 

On the llth, after again venturing out of 
bed, she was seized with a chill, followed by a 
temperature of 104° F., and a pulse of 120. 
‘There was no pain on pressure over the abdo- 
men. There was slight headache. 

On the 12th she felt wellin the forenoon, 
but at 3 p. m. had another chill. At 6} p. m., 
of the same day, her temperature was 1062° F., 
and the pulse 150. At7 p. m. the temperature 
was 107° F., pulse 180. At 7.30 p. mM. convul- 
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sions appeared, it being the thirteenth day after 
laber. Immediately after the convulsion, the 
temperature was 108%° F., the pulse 186. She 
was now put intoa wet pack. After remaining 
in this forty-five minutes, the temperature was 
reduced to 105° F., and the pulse to 150. But 
the convulsions repeated themselves. She was 
removed from the pack, and in twenty minutes 
the temperature had risen to 108° F. She was 
again put in the pack, and allowed to remain in 
it, without, however, any influence on the tem- 
perature. 

I reached the patient at 1 a. w. I found 
her entirely unconscious and in a state of 
uninterrupted clonic, bilateral spasms, affecting, 
apparently, the entire voluntary muscular sys- 
tem. I directed the administration of chloro- 
form. Urine, obtained by catheterization, 
showed a considerable amount of albumen. 
There was excessive tympanites. I directed an 
enema of oleum terebinthine and olive oil, 
but obtained no reduction of the tympanites. 
Five drops of croton oil, in olive oil, were now 
given by the mouth, but vomiting occurred. 
Five drops were now administered by the 
rectum, but this did not effect a fecal evacua- 
tion. The tympanites had now become so ex- 
cessive, that a tube was passed into the large 
intestine, with, however, only a slight escape of 
gas. The chloroform, when freely given, held 
the convulsions in abeyance, but on even its 
partial removal the convulsions returned. The 
temperature was now 108° F., the pulse 140. 
The features were livid and puffy. Her condi- 
tion seemed desperate, even hopeless. The 
croton oil would not act. I decided on venesec- 
tion, as, under the circumstances, a desperate 
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dernier resort. At 3. u. I took twenty-six 
ounces of blood from the arm, but without any 
perceptible influenee on the convulsion, the 
chloroform being for the time suspended. There 
was no reduction in the temperature. The 
chloroform was again resorted to, and con- 
tinued almost without intermission until the 
fatal result. Whisky and milk were also given 
at proper intervals. 

At 11 a. m., July 13th, she died, having 
remained, almost until the last, in a state of 
clonic convulsions. 

Autopsy.—Made forty-five minutes after death. 
Body well nourished and quite warm to the 
hand; lungs normal in appearance; old 
pleuritic adhesions, without, however, evi- 
dences of recent inflammation of either pleura. 
The pericardium contained two ounces of 
serum. The walls of the left ventricle were 
very decidedly thickened, hypertrophied ; no 
lesions of the valves; both ventricles were 
empty and firmly contracted. The weight of 
the liver was four pounds nine ounces, and its 
tissue somewhat fatty. The right kidney 
weighed five and one half ounces, the left five 
ounces; both somewhat congested. A small, 
recent clot was found in the uterus. The 
uterine mucous membrane was normal in ap- 
pearance, as also was the muscular tissue of the 
uterus. Pus and deposit of recent lymph were 
found on the peritoneal covering of the uterus. 
There was also a small amount of pus in the 
left ovary. There was decided congestion of the 
meningeal vessels. There was no hemo-:rhagic 
exudation, and no perceptible evidences of 
cedema of the brain tissue.* 

Puerperal convulsions have, by different 
writers, been divided into several varieties, as 
hysterical, epileptic, apoplectic, and peculiar 
puerperal convulsions, to the latter the term 
eclampsia having been applied. High authority 
denies the practicability of this division. 
Cases 1 and 2 seem to me, however, to have 
been due to the pregnant state, and case 1 is an 
illustration of hysterical convulsions originat- 
ing in the irritation of perhaps a naturally 
hyper-irritable nervous system, the irritation 
being reflected from the pregnant uterus. 
Case 2 seems to have been ‘one of epilepsy, 
originating during labor, continuing through

attention with which they devoted themselves to 
the care of the last two cases, 
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the subsequent non-pregnant condition, persist- 
ing through the next pregnancy, and appearing 
during the next delivery. I believe that epi- 
lepsy and hysteria may be thus associated with, 
or even dependent upon pregnancy ; still, it 
seems to me that such convulsions must possess 
@ more serious import than would be possessed 
by convulsions of a similar character occurring 
in the non-pregnant state, and, further, that 
they may merge into pure eclamptic seizures. 
Cases 3 and 4 are undoubtedly cases of puerpe- 
ral convulsions proper, while case 5 is so associ- 
ated with complications, that though it may be 
included under the head of eclampsia, it is pecu- 
liar in its probable cause. The etiology of 
eclampsia is still undetermined. Modern path- 
ology has modified the ideas of the profession. 
Cerebral congestion seemed at one time the 
accepted and always sufficient cause. It has 
not been thirty years since attention was first 
called to the association of albuminuria with 
pregnancy. Next the analogy between puer- 
peral and uremic convulsions was arrived at. 
But uremia is not now recognized as explaining 
all cases, not even all cases of fatal convulsions. 

It is not improbable that there are a number- 
of morbid processes operating conjointly,. 
sometimes one, sometimes another process be- 
coming the most efficient cause. Let us, how- 
ever, see in what respects the pregnant or 
puerperal individual differs from the same 
individual non-pregnant. 

First, in reference to the circulatory fluid. 
Physiologists tell us that the modifications in 
this consist in a lowered specific gravity, an 
increased amount of water, an increase in the 
entire bulk of blood, an increase in white blood 
corpuscles, an increase in urea and in fibrin, a. 
deficiency in the number of red blood cor- 
puscles, and a deficiency in albumen; also, the 
disturbance in respiration permits the reten- 
tion in the blood of more than the normal 
amount of carbonic acid. There is, in other 
words, a plethora, a fullness of the entire 
vascular system, but a plethora of hydremic 
blood, with a deficiency in those elements des- 
tined for nutrition, and a superabundance of 
those elements representative of retrograde 
tissue metamorphosis, as urea and fibrin, and 
carbonic acid. Associated with blood altera- 
tion there is an increase in the propelling force 
of the heart; an increased vascular tension 
incident to a hypertrophied condition of the 
walls of the left ventricle, this hypertrophy 
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being an accompaniment of probably every 
case of advanced pregnancy. This vascular 
tension is, of course, greatly increased during 
the powerful muscular efforts of delivery. 
Again, the nervous system undergoes a modifi- 
cation apart from its disturbed nutrition. This 
entire system is doubtless brought into more 
intimate relationships with the uterine system. 
Especially is this the case if, as Mr. Lee states, 
there are ganglia developed in the gravid uterus, 
ganglia which cannot be discovered in the 
non-pregnant womb. Let us add to these the 
mechanical interference with the abdominal 
eirculation occasioned by the enlarged uterus. 
These various conditions are sufficient of them- 
selyes to occasion convulsions, especially if 
decided in degree, but more especially if more 
immediately determining causes are codperat- 
ing. The low specific gravity of the blood, its 


increased amount, and the increased force with 


which it is driven through the vessels, all 
cojperate in greatly increasing the process of 
exosmosis. This is evinced in the tendency to 
general anasarca. The intra-cranial tissues 
partake of this general condition, and there is 
at first an engorged state of their blood-vessels, 
then, by the increased exosmosis, an cedema of 
the brain tissue occurs. If this cedema is 
marked at. the central portions, or the base of 
‘the brain, then convulsions may be occasioned, 
especially if to this state of oedema is added an 
irritable condition of the brain centre incident 
to perverted nutrition, and if, also, this in- 
creased intrinsic irritability is aggravated by 
irritation reflected from the peculiarly sensitive 
uterine nerves, or even if this reflected irrita- 
tion originates in some part not included in 
the generative organs. Or it may be that 
emotional or atmospherie disturbances become 
the superadded cause. 

But 90 per cent. of eases of puerperal convul- 
sions are associated with albuminuria. The re- 
sult.is an aggravation of that condition of the 
system which exists in the pregnant woman 
without albuminurfa. There is a further de- 
crease in the highly nutritious element of the 
blood, albumen, a further lowering of the 
blood’s specifie gravity, a farther increase in 
the already abnormal amount ef urea. Ureemia 
becomes now the most active agent in the 
Causation of the cenvulsions, but it is not 
acting alone; it is only the most promi- 
nent of the different etiological conditions ; 
thé albuminuria is itself, probably, but 
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the result mainly of the disturbance in the 
relationships of the nutritive functions, a dis- 
turbance incident to the altered character of the 
circulatory fluid. Whether the increased 
amount of fibrin is directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in the production of the convulsions, 
has not, as far as I have been able to ascertain, 
been considered by writers on this subject Yet, 
if we accept, as conclusive, the investigations of 
recent physiologists, fibrin, like urea, is a 
representative of broken-down tissue, and is an 
effete material, destined to be eliminated from 
the system. If effete, its presence in the blood 
in abnormal amounts must prove deleterious, 
and may probably be concerned, indirectly or 
directly, in the production of convulsions. 
Future pathology must determine this point for 
us. y 

In addition to the altered state of the blood 
that I have already referred to, must be in- 
cluded, as an additional cause, septicemia and 
pyzmia. 

Case 5 is one in which the repeated rigor, 
the excessive body heat before the convulsions, 
and the pelvic inflammation, would suggest a 
pyzmia, and that the pyzsmia became the 
cause of the convulsive manifestations. It may 
have been the cause, either by the action of the 
poisoned biood in the nerve centres, or, indi- 
rectly, by reason of excessive heating of the 
brain, as the thermometer marked 108° F. 
before the appearance of a convulsion. The 
presence of a moderate amount of albumen in 
the urine does not establish the presence of 
uremia as the cause, since there were no symp- 
toms of uremia prior to the first seizure, and 
the urine was not tested until after the appear- 
ance of the convulsions. Albuminuria is occa- 
sionally not developed until after the convul- 
sions have been in progress. 

Cases 4 and 5 occurred also during the 
intense heat of the past summer, at a time 
when the thermometer was ranging in the 
neighborhood of 100° F. in the shade, and also 
but a short time before the terrific electrical 
storm of July. Smellie, Simpson, and others 
have recognized the influence of excessive heat, 
and a high electrical state of the atmosphere, 
as causes determining convulsions. 

The temperature in the two cases in which it 
was noted by the thermometer is of importance. 
In case 4 it was, after the first convulsion, 100° 
Fahr. As the convulsions recurred, it continued 
to rise, and attained a maximum of 1053° Fahr., 
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steadily rising during the continuance of the 
convulsions, and only fell when the convulsions 
ceased. It was not recorded during the coma 
that preceded death, and it is probable that it 
then rose above 1058° Fahr. In case 5 the 
thermometer marked 108° Fahr. before the 
convulsions began, and ranged above 108° 
Fahr. uftil death, excepting when, for only a 
few minutes, it was reduced by the wet pack. 
In 1869 the temperature in puerperal convul- 
sions was first noticed. In 1875 Bourneville 
published the first series of observations. Since 
then others have published observations, mak- 
ing in all 27 cases. In the seventeen cases re 
ported by Bourneville, the thermometer never 
rose above 106° Fahr., and no case proved fatal 
in which the thermometer kept below 102° 
Fahr. This rise of the body temperature will 
probably be always found, in serious cases of 
eclampsia, influencing the prognosis and modi- 
fying the treatment. It seems strange that 
this important symptom should not have been 
noticed until within the last few years, the two 
cases that I have reported making, in all, but 
29 published cases in which the temperature 
has been observed. 

If we have properly understood the etiology 
and pathology of eclampsia, we can correctly 
arrive at the indications for treatment. The 
prophylaxis should be closely attended to, and 
should consist in the reduction of.the blood 
mass, the elimination of the effete elements of 
the blood, and the renewal of its nutritive con- 
stituents. 

To meet these three indications we must 
judiciously resort to venesection, diuretics and 
saline cathartics, and especially also to eutro- 

‘ phics. To these must be added the avoidance 
of all determining causes, emotional and, as far 
as possible, atmospheric, and especially the em- 
ployment during delivery of such nerve and 
heart sedatives as chloroform, ether, chloral, 
ete. If convulsions appear before labor, the 
induction of labor must be determined by the 
severity of the seizures. If they occur during 
the first or second stages of labor, the earliest 
safe delivery is indicated, but it would be better 
to engage in no manipulation tending to the 
emptying of the uterus, unless the patient is 
fully etherized. Venesection after the incip- 
iency of the convulsions, or even when the 
seizures were merely threatened, was before the 
time of anzsthesia invariably resorted to. To- 

day we must consider its indiscriminate em- 
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ployment as injudicious in the extreme; an 
yet its complete neglect is none the less yp. 
warranted. Many cases, doubtless, demand iy 
prompt employment, and we err if in guq 
cases we neglect it. Very many cases now recove 
under the employment of anzesthesia withoy 
venesection. Chloroform, ether, chloral, opium, 
stand at the head of the narcotics. Yet th 
resort to cathartics and diungtics is still ind. 
cated, though anzsthesia is resorted to. Th 
intra-cranial vascular turgescence, the intr. 
cranial cedema, must be removed, the poisonouw 
elements of the blood gotten rid off, at the sam 
time that the system is brought under th 
quieting influences of the narcotic. 

The state of the temperature will probably 
determine the beneficial or non- beneficial effec 
of our remedies, for it has been noticed that » 
the patient improves, there is a steady reduction 
in the temperature, and a steady rise if the cas 
is progressing badly. We can thus ascertain 
her real condition, even when under complete 
anesthesia ; for if the narcotic is only smother 
ing the convulsions, there will be but slight, if 
any, reduction in temperature, whereas if, while 
the patient is under anzsthesia, recovery is 
progressing, the thermometer will be the wel 
come harbinger. In this paper I can but deal 
in general statements, great as may be the 
temptation to analyze details. 

One thing in reference to treatment, however, 
must be borne in mind, and that is, that we have 
no specific for this dreadful affection ; that rov- 
tine’ treatment will here prove as unsuccessfal 
as it is unscientific ; that neither in venesection - 
nor in chloroform, nor in chloral, have we the 
only one thing needful. If this had been borne 
in mind in case 3, our patient’s prospects would 
have been brightened. 

In cenclusion, Mr. President, allow me to ask 
the pardon of the Society for having so greatly 
trespassed on the limits recommended by the 
rules of the Society for similar papers. It 
would have been easier to have made the paper 
much longer; it was difficult to make it no 
longer than it is. 
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Iodine Caustic. 
Iodine caustic is prepared by dissolving four 
grammes of iodine in eight grammes of gly- 
cerine. It is used in lupus by applying it once 
every other day, and covering the parts with 
gutta percha. This treatment is continued for 


















several weeks.

“The patient, a young man about twenty-three 
years of age, when in his eighth year, managed, 
while playing, to introduce a steel watch-key 
into his bladder. No inconvenience was felt 
until about three or four years ago, when symp- 
toms of ‘stone in the bladder’ began to show 
themselves. After trying various remedies, 
without relief, he determined to consult a sur- 
geon, and,'if necessary, undergo an operation. 
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He came to Meadville for that purpose, and 
consulted with Dr. T. B. Lashells. The doctor 
was rather skeptical as regards the story told 
by the young man, but, after satisfying himself 
of the existence of a calculus, resolved to per- 
form the so-called ‘lateral operation,’ which 
he did tothe complete relief of the patient. 
He found a calculus of an oval form, about the 
size of a walnut, in the midst of which was a 
watch-key, which during fourteen years had 
been in the bladder.”

Potassium Chlorate and Mercury. 
Ep. Mep. anp Surc. Reporter :— 


In an article in your journal for November, 
page 445, on the “ Use of Chlorate of Potassa,’’ 
the writer says, “It bas been my practice 
for the last three years to administer the 
chlorate of potassium in connection with a 
mercurial, whenever I desired to give the latter 
for any length of time ;” And also says, “ I ean- 
not see but that I obtain the therapeutical 
effect of the mercurial as readily as before I 
gave the chlorate.” 

The physicians of this locality have been 
having quite an argument as to the correctness 
of the above practice, one party maintaining 
the affirmative, the other taking the position 
that it is a well-established fact that chlorate 
of potassa cures mercurial salivation, either by 
eliminating or neutralizing the mercurial, 
which, they hold, establishes the fact, that when 
the two agents are administered simultane- 
ously, the chlorate neutralizes the mercurial.

QUERIES AND REPLIES. 


Chronic Diarrhea. 


Dr. L. D. Bs query as to the treatment of his 
“old soldier” has received a number of replies, 

Several correspondents suggest that it is a case of 
chronic dysentery, with alceration of the rectum, 
and recommend the treatment by local cauteriza- 
tion, as set forth by Drs. Maury and Thomas (see 
Naphey’s Therapeutics, fourth ed., p. 268, fora full 
description of this method). 

Dr. E. Griswold adds :—As a special treatment I 
suggest as follows, internally, by the mouth, 

R. Liq. potasse arsenitts, |minims ccexx 
Vini ferri, q s.ad. ounces viij. 

Sig.—A teaspoonful three times a day. 

Topically, by injecting water once or twice a day, 
cold or warm, as the patient finds most grateful, 
and in quantities varying from one to two pints at 
atime. After a few injections, the water may be 
medicated with acetate of lead, sulphate of zinc, 
nitrate of silver, or any other remedy calculated to 
relieve local congestion and promote granulation. 

Dr. D. A. H. suggests the following :— 

R. Pulv. acacie, 
Bals. copaibee, 
r. opii, 
Spts. nitri dulc., ounce ss 
Tr. cardamon comp.,q.s. ounces iv. 

Sig.—One teuspoonful every three hours. 

He has used the above for a number of years in 
cases of chronic diarrhea, with almost uniform 
success.
